Summary of “Debs from the far East, 


‘The papers by the present mail bring very little that is:new 
from Peking or the interior of China. Some further details 
which are given of the means taken in official quarters to relieve 
the sufferers from the famine are strongly illustrative of the 
want of centralisation and harmony which so much characterise 
the Government of China, A decree in the Peking Gazette pro- 
vides for certain supplies of grain for the Kiangsu Province, 
with, however, a reservation that their cost is to be made good 
again, so that in point of fact the Central Government will con- 
tribute nothing. Messrs, Baber and Gill, of H.M. Consular 
Service, have left Hankow for Chungkung, and Mr. Dick, of 
the Customs’ Service, has also left that port for Ichang. It was 
stated in Peking that Mr. Giquel, late Director of the Foochow 
Arsenal (who recently arrived here), had been expected to take” 
with him thirty Chinese pupils to study Naval architecture here. 
‘The native settlements of accounts at the China New Year are 
reported to have gone off satisfactorily in Shanghai. The new 
lekin regulations at that port continue to be much objected to. 
The alacrity with which the Chinese officials have promulgated 
rules upon this subject on the strength of the new Convention 
shows that they perceive considerable advantage in the change 
which it is proposed to introduce. It may be presumed that 
this cireumstance will not escape the notice of the Foreign-office 
here. ELE, Sir Arthur Kennedy was to leave Hong Kong for 
Australia about the Ist March. The statistics published by the 
Registrar-General show a healthy state of the Colony during 
1876. It was expected that the port of Wenchow would be 
shortly opened officially to foreign trade. Ting Futai has taken 
the opportunity of his stay in Formosa to make a minnte in- 
spection of the Keelung coal mines, Gambling and robberies 
continue to flourish in Canton. An extensive fire has occurred 
near Macao. The new Governor of that Colony has shown 
considerable activity in devising measures for the protection of 
life and property. 

A new coal mine has been discovered in Japan, and the 
quality of the ‘mineral is pronounced equal to that from the 
Takashima Mine. The Prince of Satsuma has removed consi- 
derable deposits of gold from the Osaka Banks.

YOKOHAMA. 

The Japan Gazette states :—The Yokohama Saibansho will be 
removed to the old French Legation at Gochome, Honcho, which 
was bought for yen 800 (?), about the end of next month, The 
Sribansho at Chojamachi will be sold. 

Some years ago the Japanese authorities dug an immense hole, 
about forty feet wide and sixty feet deep, near Tobe, into which 
the bodies of decapitated criminals were thrown. Between four 
hundred and five hundred bodies were thus thrown into the pit. 
‘Last year the roof began to decay and the sides of the fosse to 
fall in, and the place was abandoned as a burial ground. Some 
two months ago the authorities determined to fill up this recep- 
tacle of dead inen’s bones, but before doing so they caused to be 
extracted all the skulls of the dead. The hole was then filled up 
and the skulls gathered together and placed over the site in a 
heap, where they still remain, presenting such a spectacle as one 
might expect tofind in the King of Dahomey’s dominions, but 
which one would not unreasonably be likely to consideras incon- 
sistent with the boasted civilisation of a country like Japan. 
Some of the skulls have the hair still adhering to them. 





NAGASAKI, 

‘The Cosmopolitan Press says the unusally mild weather lately 
experienced in Nagasaki does not seem to have prevailed in the 
interior. The country fifty miles north of the Settlement is 
described 4s being covered with five inches of snow.—Nasasaki 
will be one of the three points selected for the establishment of 
great depots for storing rice, as a provision against the possibility 
of future famine.—The Prince of Satsuma, who had some time 
ago deposited in Osaka banks a large quantity of gold and silver 
bars, the produce of the mines of Kagoshima, has now withdrawn 
them and returned the specie to his own proviuce.—The reduc- 
tion of the salaries of the officials in the different departments 
seems to have met with a very unpatriotic welcome in Nagasaki, 
as, it is said, many of the subordinate officers have sent in their 
resignations, — H. M.S. Thistle returned to this port from 
Shanghai on the 29th ult., with a formidable addition to her 
armatnent, in the shape of 2 25-ton gun. It is understood that 
all vessels of her class in the East are to be similarly armed.— 
The greater part of the cargo jettisoned at Otate from the Tokio 
Maru isexpected to be recovered, and only a trifling loss will 
have to be accounted for. 

The Rising Sun says :—It is understood that the present 
Nagasaki Hospital is to be demolished, and a building of double 
dimensions erected on the present ground.—The native authori- 
ties are exerting themselves to make the Exhibition of Japanese 
antiquities to be opened atOsuwa Temple, on the 15th March, 
thoroughly successful, Several foreigners have also lent for the 
Exhibition some valuable specimens of Japauese ancient art.— 
Owing to the faithlessuess of his wife, a Japanese in the employ 
of one of the principal companies at Nagasaki attempted harakwri. 
He was, however, discovered in time, and being taken to the 
hospital, is now recovering.—The U.S. corvette Alert has sailed 


for Yokohama, her place at Nagasaki being taken by the 
Kearsurye. 











TOKIO. 

At Sumomoto, in the province uf Awaji, a coal mine was re- 
cently discovered. On examination the coal was found equal in 
quality to that of the Takashima mine, so that it is expected 
mining operations will shortly be commenced. 

The number of conscripts to be enrolled in the army this year 
will be 14,537. This exceeds the enrulment of last year by 
2,840, the increase being rendered necessary by the fact that 
more deaths have occurred, and more men have been discharged 
from the ranks for various causes during the last three years 
than was anticipated. 

It has hitherto been the rule that all agreements for the em- 
ployment of foreigners, either by any Government Department 
or unotticial Japanese, should be submitted to the Gaimusho for 
approval before any final arrangement was permitted, but it 
has been notitied that this proceeding may now be dispensed 
with,

PEKING. 
The correspondent of the North China Daily News writes :— 
Acchange has been announced in the arrangements for the 
Chinese mission to Japan. Hoii Chiien-shen, lately appointed 
as chief envoy to that country, has been transferred to the Foo- 
chow Arseval; and his place is taken by the coadjutor or 
“junior envoy,” Ho Ju chang. An official named Chang Sze- 
kwei, titularly expectant of promotion to the class of Prefects 
(or otlicers of the fourth rank), is named as junior or associate 
envoy in his stead, No date is fixed for the departure of the Mis- 
A second abundant snowfall, which took place on the 23rd 
January, has gladdened the hearts of the Chinese, who see in this 
infallible presage of a good harvest. year to come, It is 
stated that M. Giquel, the late Director of the Foochow Arsenal, 















is to leave for Europe early in the Spring, taking with him thirty 
pupils, who are to be placed in England to study naval architec- 
ture, navigation, &c. Other students will probably also be sent- 
to France. The news of the capture of the city of Manas, north-west 
of Urumtsi, on the 6th Nov. after a siege of three months, and 
the slaughter of a large number of the Dungani insurgents, 
has given much satisfaction to the Chinese, who consider that 
the campaign in the region north of the Tien Shan range is- 
virtually olosed, since the direct communication with Tarbagatai_ 
is now re-established ; but the demands for funds for the army 
are understood to be very pressing. A force of something over 
20,000 men is collected at Urumtsi, or in its neighbourhood, with 
a view to an advance upon Turfan ; and supplies of money from. 
the provinces are urgently cailed for. The Shanghai Custom- 
house, it is said, will be required to furnish a considerable quota. 
Should the Chinese army succeed in reaching and capturing 
Turfan, it will then have only a strip of desert separating it 
from the most advanced post of Yakoob Khan’s territory i bat 
whether it will be sufficiently rash to venture on an advance in 
that direction remains to be seen. 

The Gazette contains a memorial from the Governor of 
Kwangsi, reporting the arrival at his provincial capital of the 
tribute mission from Anuam, to whose departure we lately re- 
ferred. The members reached Kwei-lin on the 2nd December, 
and were likely to reach Peking about the middle of February. 
Learning that they were insufficiently provided with clothing 
for the long journey before them, the Governor “provided them, 
at his own expense, with embroidered official robes and witb fur 
and wadded garments.” But even with these accessories, the 
members (inhabitants of a tropical climate) have a sutticiently 
uncomfortable journey before them, through the length of China, 
in mid-winter. 

In the Gazette of the 12th January the Governor of Kiangsu 
tells a curious tale of the adventures of some Korean sailors who 
were picked up in the Hangchow bay. They could neither 
speak, write, nor understand Chinese, and were adjudzed by the 
Shanghai officials to be Liuchiuans, and sent to Foochow accord- 
ingly, for transraission to their home, At Foocliow, however, it 
was found that they were not Liuchiuans at all, but Koreans ;: 
so they were sent back to Shanghai to be forwanlednorth, ‘The 
Governor reports accordingly that, as the Peiho is closed by ice, 
he has ordered them to be provided with warm clothing and sent 
overland to Peking.

HANKOW. 

The North China Herald correspondent says :—

envy any of the travellers their journey ; the ground is covered 
with snow, and now itis turning to frost. Mr. W. W. King, 
accompanied by Mr. Octavius Johnson, of HM.

Cap~ 
tain Hardie, of the C.N. steamer Shanghai, accompanies the 
party.

SHANGHAI 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 16th 
Feb.; no later mail from London had been received, 


According to general report, the China New-year's settling 
has gone off satisfactorily among the native traders in the settle- 
ments at Shanghai. 

‘The Customs’ Guzette for the third quarter of 1876 has been 
published, and shows a slight increase in the number of vessels 
entered and cleared, aud in their tonnage, over the ‘orresponding 
quarter, The import of Grey Shirtings was double that of the 
corresponding quarters of the three previous yeux ; and that of 
‘T-Cloths double than in 1 and 1874, and 120,000 pieces over 
that in 1875. Woollens show a marked decrease in Long Ells 
and Lustres, and a slight increwe in Spanish Stripes and Cloths. 
Tron, Lead, Tin, aud Coal all show a decrease, The export of 
Hides is more than treble, Great Britain and Japan being the 
recipienta, The revenue shows an increase of Tls. 89,000, 

Several steamers which have been detained in the Upper 
Reaches of the Yangtsze River have manazed to get over the 
difficulty, on the water, which had been unusually low, rising 

ain. 

‘The Iekin regulations still continue to be the chief subject of 
public interest. The Vorth China Daily News pullishes a more 
careful translation of them, but adds that reperusal of them only 

















confirms the firat impression that they are obstructive and im- 
practicable, ‘The proposal to stamp foreign goods on ship-beard 
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Defore landing would cause delay in unloading ; and the stress 
laid on the stamp would lead to constant dispute thereafter, while 
the stamp would not help to identify goods offered for sale in the 
shops in the Settlement, because these are unpacked ; bales are 
frequently opened to take out musters, and these would be dis- 
qualitied from inland transit protection, Besides, there are some 

oods that cannot be stamped on the seam of the packing, lead, 
for instance ; and in such cases there would be danger of the 
mark being obliterated and trouble ensuing from that cause. As 
a matter of fact, foreign goods generally bear proof of their 
origin on the face of them ; and any “stamp” identification is 
unnecessary. The above-named paper holds that the object of 
the rules can only be to affirm leRin taxation, and procure the 
recognition of lekin tax-offices in the Settlements; and it is 
hardly our policy to assist in a process of throttling trade, which 
we consider detrimental to the best interests of the Chinese Go- 
vernment as well as of merchants, 

A commercial case which has come before the Supreme Court 
has attracted some attention. It arose between the China Navi- 
gation Company and Mr. Robert Francis; and was stated 
specially for the opinion of the Court. It appears from the 
summary given inthe Vorth China Herald, that Mr. Francis was 
formerly a general merchant at Shanghai and Kiukiang, and at 
the latter port his business included theagency of the C.N. Com- 
pany. Residing at Shanghai, he only occasionally visited Kiu- 
kiang, where his busit.ess was conducted by Mr. W. H. Shaw, who 
signed the firm of R. Francis and Co., per procuration. It was 
customary for the general agents of the company, Messrs. Butter- 
field and Swire, to make advances, on their own account, to Chi- 
nese merchants, upon gocils intended for shipment by the com- 
pany’s steamers. In March, 1876, the Kiukiang agency was 
transferred from R. Francia and Co. to R. Anderson and Co. At 
the same time Mr. Shaw entered the service of the latter firm, 
but continued to represent R. Francis and Co., which firm went 
into liquidation. In the final accounts of the agency from R. 
Francis and Co., signed by Mr. Shaw, Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire were debited with Tls. 6,073 as advanced to shippers, and 
Tis. 57as brokerage. Shaw, in the name of R. Francis and Co., 





drew upon Messrs, Butterfield and Swire a draft for these 


amounts, and the draft was duly honoured. Subsequently, how- 
ever, Messrs, Anderson and Co. discovered that the money re- 
seuted to have been advanced bad not been advanced, nor 
ad the brokerage mentioned been paid ; and upon investiga 
tion the only inference to be drawn was that Shaw, who has now 
left China, had appropriated the money to his own use. The 
juestion for the Court to determine was the liability of the de- 
fendant to refund the deficiencies of his sub-agent, and the point 
was lengthily argued by Mr. Wainewright aud Mr. Hannen, who 
respectively appeared for the plaintiffs and defendant. ” His 
Lordship reserved his decision, 

‘A Dr. Pichon has apparently been displaying more zeal than 
discretion with reference to the French Gas Company. He has an 
idea that the shareholders have been misled, and in pursuance of 
it, notwithstanding that the shareholders at two successive meet- 
ings were satistied on the point, applied to the French Consular 
Court for a Commission of Experts to investigate the matter. 
The application was refused, chiefly upon technical grounds, but 
there appears no doubt that the matter is almost a pure fancy of 
Dr. Pichon, and that the shareholders are perfectly contented 
with the action of their directors. 

The annual meeting of the ratepayers in the Anglo-American 
Settlement was to take place on the 6th March. The last pub- 
lished Municipal minutes state that the prospect of getting the 
present heavy charge for gas reduced has not been lost sight of. 

‘he question of allowing steamers to land and discharge cargoes 
at the pontoons opposite the Bund has been raised, by the appli- 
cation of Messra, Fogg and Co. to allow the Paokong to berth 
opposite their premises. The Harbour-master has referred the 
question to the Council, and the Council to the ratepayers. 

Two very sad accidents have occurred ; the first was to the 
third officer of the steamer Zambesi, who waa thrown from his horse 
on the Bubbling Well-road, and died soon after from the injuries 
he received. The other occurred on board the British barque 
John Potts, and was of a very melancholy character; it seems 
that John Watts, carpenter, and Frank Harris, a boy belonging 
to the vessel, went into their bunks iu a small cabin, lighting a 
small charcoal stove for the sake of warmth, and that the next 
morning the carpenter was found dead, and the boy so far gone 
as to be beyond help, though medical aid was promptly called in. 
The unlucky man Watts was warmed of the danger of asphyxia 
from the fumes of the charcoal, but nevertheless insisted upon 
the door of the cabin being shut. 

At the annual meeting of subscribers to Holy ‘Trinity Cathe- 
dral, held at H.B.M. Consulate, it appeared that the subscrip- 
tion to the epire had already reached more than Tis. 1,000. The 
question, of erecting a larger organ than the present one was dis- 
cussed, 

Among matters of sport and amusement, it is noticed that be- 
tween $1,400 and $1,500 were realised by the Amateur Dramatic 
performance at the Lyceum, in which ladies took part ; and that, 
after paying expenses, there will remain nearly $1,000 to be

FOOCHOW. 

The Foochow Herald has the following :— 

The Chinese revenue cruiser, Lin Feng, arrived in port on the 
4th of February. We understand that she will leave for Wen- 
chow with the Customs stat! immediately after the native New 
Year holidays. 

Mr. Consul Davenport arrived per Huining from Shanghai, 
on the 3rd February, and proceeded to Wen-chow on the 6th in 
H.MS. Hornet. Ina few days, therefore, we may expect to see 
the opening of that port to foreign trade officially announced. 

Ting Futai left Kelung and Tamsui about the middle of Janu- 
ary for Taiwanfoo. His Excellency travelled overland, attended, 
we hear, by the principal Formosan officials. During his stay 
at Kelung the Futai minutely inspected the coal mines at that 
place, and appeared to be much interested in the working of the 
same. 

We hear that the China Merchants’ Company intend to run 
one or more of their steamers regularly between this port and 
Shanghai. The Fu Yuh is aunounced to clear at Pagoda An- 
chorage to-morrow, Friday, morning, at daylight. Now it is 
worth noting that while foreign-owned vessels are compelled to 
take out clearances at the Custom-house in Nantai only between 
the hours of ten a.m. aud four p.w., this pampered native com- 
pany is —on the authority of its agent—privileged to clear its 
vessels at the anchorage at daylight. We feel tempted to inquire, 
in the words of the illustrious Artemus Ward, “ Why are these 
things thusly 7” 














HONG KONG. 
Our advices by this mail extend to the 22nd February ; no 
later mail from London had arrived out. 

Sir Arthur Kennedy has finally decided upon taking 
to Queensland in the mail steamer Brisbane, which was to leave 
Hong Kong not later than the Ist March, Arrangements were 
being made to give a public dinner iu his honour. [A telegram 
from Brisbane announces his arrival on March 28.] 

The report of the Acting Registrar-General for the last 
quarter of 1876 has been published, and shows that 540 births 
and 1,036 deaths were registered “in that period. During the 
past year the total births were 1,840, and the deaths 3,438. Of 
the former 171 occurred among the British and foreign commu- 
nity, and 1,669 among the Chinese. The annual death-rate per 
1,000 for the whole population was 28°18, against 25°87 in 1875 ;. 
for the British and foreign community, deducting non-residenta, 
22/92, aguinst 25°04 in 1875 ; for the Chinese, 28°39, against 
25°75 in 1875. Four deaths from amall-pox occurred among 
the British and foreign community during the year, and 165 
among the Chinese. Commenting upon the above facts, the 
Daily Press considers they show that the year 1876 was an un- 

ly healthy one, and that the return is very favourable for a. 
semi-tropical climate, and is a much lower death-rate than that 
of most large towns in the United Kingdom. “Something 
must, of course, be put down to the exceptionally cool summer 3. 
but even taking the rate of the previons year, 25°94, as the 
average, it is by no means high, and establishes for Hong Kong 
the reputation of being a fairly healthy place.” 

The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Hong Kong- 
Fire Insurance Company, the report of which we have already 
given, was held at the office of the general managers, Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., on Feb. 20, Hon. W. Keswick in * 
the chair. The Chairman said that since the report was issued 
everything had gone well with the company. They knew of no 
Josses that had been incurred in addition to the few that were 
stated in the report as having occurred in Shanghai in January.. 
The report and accounts were duly adopted. 

Tu the course of the above meeting attention was directed by 
Mr. Belilios to a want of proper means to put out fires above the: 
level of the Queen’s-road. Referring to a letter which had been 
written on the subject to the papers by Mr. Granville Sharpe, he 
said they depended a good deal on the fresh water in the Colony 
to extinguish fires, but it could not be denied that it was not ip 
abundant supply.” In the event of a fire taking place in the dry 
season above the level of Queen’s-road, he did not believe there 
were any appliances to utilise sea water. A resolution was 
passed that the directors be requested to confer and co-operate 
with the board of the China Fire Insurance Company and the 
local Government with a view to the provision of further means 
of preventing and extinguishing fire. ‘The Chairman considered 
there ought to bea reserve of water in all the higher levels and 
a reserve of fire engines always ready at a moment's notice to be 
brought out. He thought if means were taken to provide such, 
the risk of fire would be very greatly reduced. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders in the Hong Kong 
and Whampoa Dock Co. has been held, and was also presided 
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over by the Hon. Mr. Keswick, who said he regretted to say the 
earnings of the half year had again been disappointing. The 
causes of this were well known, and he thonght it almost un- 
necessary to allude more specially to the adverse circumstances 
with which the company had to contend. Against all these 
ditticulties they are making slow but steady, and he believed 
certain progress, and that an improvement was likely to take 
place in the future they have every reason to anticipate. The 
statistics of the work done by the company were very satisfac- 
tory. The figures for 1873 of ‘the number of vessels repaired by 
the company were 232; for 1874, 285; for 1875, 280; and for 
1876, 474. The tonnage of the vessels repaired also showed an 
important increase. In 1873 it was 126,170 tons; in 1874, 
121,450 ; in 1875, 138,921 ; and in 1876, 204,667. The report 
and accounts were adopted, anda hearty vote of thanks passed 
to the Directors and Secretary for the courage with which they 
had met the emergencies they had had to face. 

The half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation took place on Feb. 15, E. R. Belilios, Esq, 
in the chair. In laying the accounts and reports before the 
meeting he congratulated the shareholders on the success which 
had attended the Bank’s operations—a success which was even 
more solid than the balance-sheet, pleasing though they were, 
would lead them to believe. During the half-year a number of 
old accounts had been wholly or partially removed from the 
books, and capital hitherto unprofitably locked up had been 
made available for the current business of the Bank. The Indo- 
Chinese Company's estate had been sold, and that account 
finally closed. They had also sold the Calebar, and disposed of 
the Bank's interest in the Pier and Godown Company, and had 
dealt in a summary manner with many other objectionable 
accounts, which for many years had been a source of anxiety to 
the Bank. With regard to the dividend he stated the profits 
would admit their paying a larger one, but the directors be- 
lieved the shareholders both in China and London considered 
building up the reserve fund as of first importance. A steadily- 
increased reserve fund would improve their credit a!l over the 
world. The Marine Insurance account was steadily creeping up. 
It now stood at $72,022.03, and no losses had been made during 
the year. The chairman's speech was received with applause, 
:and the motion for passing the report and accounts being se- 

-conded by Mr. Reniers, was carried unanimously. The formal 
business of electing the directors and auditors being disposed of, 
Mr. May rose and said that as eighteen months ago he had risen 
and expressed an opinion adverse to the manner in which the 
Bank was managed, it was only right he should now say that 
he had been wrong, and express the thanks of the shareholders 
for the satisfactory report now presented.

Last night, a little after seven o'clock, the steamer White 
Cloud arrived at the wharf here with more than one hundred. 
and thirty people from Hong Kong to witness the annual Nosso 
Senhor dos Passos religious procession, which passed off much as 
usual. ‘The procession commenced about half-past four o’clocle 
in the afternoon, and was an imposing sight. ‘There was a large 
number of spectators, and the streets presented an animated. 
appearance for Macao. 

Shortly aften seven o'clock p.t. a great fire broke out in the 
village of Colowan, opposite the Taipa fort. This village is 
under the Portuguese Government. It is believed that more 
than one hundred houses must have been burnt. I raw the fire 
from my house burning vigorously up till twelve o'clock. The 
wind was blowing hard from the nortl , and I fear there is little 
left of the villages. The Governor, I believe, sent assistance 
from here. 

Yesterday morning a Chinaman who murdered a countryman 
of his in this port, about two months ago, was sentenced, after 
along trial, to transportation to Timor for fifteen years, in addi- 
tion to four hundred lashes to be administered in the public 
thoroughfare in the Chinese quarter. 

The tire which occurred here on the 13th instant only destroyed 
one shop, nearly opposite the Gaol. 

The new Governor has shown a great deal of activity, and has 
done much to render life and property secure in the city. Dur- 
ing the past fortnight he has been out at various and unexpected. 
hours of the night to watch the police and see that they were 
doing their duty. This kind of supervision has proved very 
salutary in its effect. He has also increased the numbers of the 
force, and requested all the volunteers to turn out punctually at 
the alarm of jire.

no great loss has clouded the interval between our last issue and 
this. Perhaps the most important news meriting the first place 
in our brief résumé of occurrences is, that we are enabled to an- 
nounce authoritatively that the expedition undertaken by the 
Hon. the Resident of Pontianak against the Dyake of Upper 
Kapuas has been completely successful, and that all the inland 
villages which supplied head-taking parties are destroyed. The 
Batang Lupar trive, which only two years ago was so strong and 
troublesome, is now humbled and Secken The vigour and 
thoroughness with which they have been at last reduced to order 
must without doubt have given them a severe lesson, and we 
may fairly hope now to see all the various contending tribes 
turning their energies into the more peaceful paths of commerce 
and agriculture, in place of their previous predatory pursuits. 
‘This result cannot fail to give a stimulus to trade; we 
must, however, guard ourselves against over-estimating what 
has been done and falling into the delusion that no further minor 
disturbances will take place between the different tribes that 
occupy the inland border. We may be assured that such dis- 
putes will inevitably arise for many years to come,and will have 
to be dealt with and opposed by prompt and decided action. 
What has recently occurred will however do much to facilitate 
this task iv the future. 

The rains of the N. E. monsoon appear to have somewhat 
abated, not too soon, as Sarawak has certainly had quite enough 
during the last two ‘months, as may be seen by reference to the 
report of the rain gauge. It is as well to state, however, that 
considerably more rain falls in Kuching than in other parts. It 
would seem that the low thickly wooded basin lying between 
the side of Matang mountain and the Sarawak river singularly 
attracts the clouds, By all accounts the inland stations, and 
even closer localities, have not had much more than half the fall 
sthat bas been experienced at Kuching.

SINGAPORE. 

The present (French) mail brings advices from this port to the 
Ist March; the French mail from London Jan, 26th was re- 
sceived on the 26th Feb. We take the following items of in- 
telligence from the Straits Times :— 

At the half-yearly general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Tanjong and Pagar Dock Company, held at the Company's offices, 
the report of the directors was approved, and a dividend of 6 per 
cent, for the half-year, or at the rate of 12 per cent, for the whole 

ear, 1876, was declared. The Hon. Mr. Adamson, and Mr, 

isaac Henderson, the retiring directors, were re-elected without 
opposition. Messrs, H. T. Powell and R. 0. Bryce were elected 
-auditors for the current year. The meeting closed with a vote 
“of thanks to the Chairman, and to Mr. E, M. Smith, the manager. 
After the close of the half-yearly meeting, the shareholders pre- 
-sent resolved themselves into an extraordinary general meeting, 
called together for the purpose of altering Article XXII. of the 
“Articles of Association, which requires the sanction of a general 
meeting of shareholders representing three-fourths of the capital 
of the Company in person or by proxy to increase the capital of 
the Company. It was pro} to alter this Article so as only 
‘to require two-fifths of the capital of the Company to be repre- 
sented at a meeting competent to sanction the increase of capital. 
Some discussion took place as to the competency of the present 
‘meeting, which did not itself represent three-fourths of the capital, 
‘to alter so fundamental a point in the constitution of the Com- 
pany ; but the legal adviser of the Company (Mr. Bond) said 
that the meeting was quite competent to make the alteration 
mentioned, and after # division the same was carried. [A tele- 
gram in regard to this will be found in our Commercial.

The Governor: As the Bill which is now proposed is in a 
et measure rendered necessary by the advances which have 

en made to native States, and by war expenditure incurred at 
the end of 1875 and beginning of 1876, it is perhaps:as well that 
I should make one or two observations with respect to our 
financial ition in regard to these native States. As re; 
the two States of Salangore and Sungei Ujong, the financial 
position is decidedly satisfactory. The revenue of the State of 
Salangore in 1875 was $115,655 ; in the year 1876 it was raised 
to $193,478; and the Estimate for 1877—which I do not con- 
sider to be at all in excess—is $241,000. That State repaid debt 
in 1875 to the amount of $46,000 ; in 1876, $54,000 ; and it is 
calculated that, in 1877, it will repay $65,000 more of its debt. 
Then, again, in Sungei Ujong, the revenue of 1875 was $66,472 ; 
in 1876, $93,825; and for this year it is estimated at $114,000. 
This State is now paying $24,000 a year towards the debt due 
to the colony, besides paying its own expenditure for public 
services, and incurring considerable outlay on roads, so far as 
regards the States of Sungei Ujong and Salangore. 

‘With regard to Perak, although I cannot give so good an ac- 
count, yet still, having gone carefully into the question of the 
probable revenue and nece: expenditure, I see no reason 
why next year that State should not be in a position to bear its 
own expenditure, and pay a portion of its debt. As has been 
stated in the objects and reasons for the Bill, the amount due on 
the 3lst December last was $165,000,—it now exceeds that sum, 
Decause we have bad to incur expenditure on account of the 
Perak Inquiry Commission, Then there is the war debt of 
$248,000, a portion, however, of which, it is understood, will be 
paid by the Imperial Government. But, as I said before, the 
probability is that Perak will gradually pay off all its debts. I 
do not think that any further remarks are necessary regarding 
the proposed loan, the objects and reasons generally being fully 


siated on the Bill. 

It is pro by the Colonial Secretary, seconded by the 
Treasurer, that a Bill to make provision by law for the protec- 
tion of Chinese Immi its was read a first time. 

The Hon. Mr. Read gives notice that at the next meeting of 
Council he will move a resolution that before proceeding fur- 
ther with the Bill for the protection of Chinese Immigrants it 
is expedient that a measure be introduced by Government for 
the suppression of the Chinese Secret Societies.

Treasurer, the Bill to amend the law relating to Crimping and 
for the better Protection of Emigrants was read a first time. 


As a reward for good conduct, and in token of the proclama- 
tion of Her Majesty as Empress of India,a large number of Indian.

‘This will cause a loas to the Public Works Department of many of 
its best workmen. ‘This class of prisoners has been of great service 
in past days to the colony. Nearly all the roads in the island 
were made by Chinese, Indian, and Malay prisoners under these 
men as overseers and guards, and seldom did any escape. Most 
of the public buildings were built by convicts, from Government 
House down to the country police stations. Her Majesty's cle- 
mency will cause a loss to the colony. 

The news from Deli furnished by the Batavia mail is to the 
effect that all is quiet there, and no further disturbances are 
apprehended. 

‘e understand that should the Bill for the Protection of 
Chinese Immigrants become law, Mr. Pickering will be appointed 
Protector of Immigrants. 

‘The French war steamer Duchaffant, Captain Alquier, arrived 
here from her cruise to the westward, during which she visited 
the French Indian possessions, Calcutta and Maulmain, and is 
now en route to Saigon. 

The Ulysses, one of Holt’s line, broke down a short distance 
from this, and was towed back. After repairing she proceeded 
on her voyage to Hong Kong.

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SwacHat—Piece Goods: The usual settlement of accounts and 
preparations for the festival of China New Year, which commenced on 
the 13th February, had chiefly occupied natives, und a very trifling 
business had been passing. There had been really no inquiry fur goods, 
and the few settlements reported had been of a rather forced character. 
‘A few auction sales of Woollens are reportedat slightly lower currencies; 
privately 4,250 pieces 7 Ibs. Mexican T-Cloths at Tis. 1.17 per piece; 
5,000 places Dewhuret’s Eagle 9-12 lbs. Grey Shirtings at Tla.2.43 to 
2.45 ; 8,000 pieces ditto 8-4 Ibs. at Tis. 1.80, and about 5,000 pieces 
8-4 Ibs. common chop at Tis. 1.35 per piece, prices which also marked 
a decline of 2 to 3 candareens per piece under quotations for last mail, 
Business was not likely to be actively resutned until about the 23rd of 
Febrnary. In metals business was entirely suspended until after the 
holidays ; quotations remained unaltered.

COURT OF APPEAL, 


DUDGEON ¥. PEMBROKE. 

This cao is one of considerable importance, the question being 
whether when an insured ship has been sent to sea iu an unseaworthy 
state, though not known to be so by the owner, and bas been lost 
through unseaworthiness, the owner can recover on the insurancer. 
‘The action was brought to recover a total loss upon a tite policy of 
| insurance for twelve months ellvetad by the pliutitf on a steamship 
) for the sum of £5,500, on aship valued at £5,°U0 and machinery of 
£4,000. ‘The defence set up wus that. the loss did nut arise from the 
“reril of the seas,” which are the perils insured against, but from the 
uuiseaworthiness of the vessel, and, further, that the plaintif, well 
knowing that the ship was unseaworthy, sent her to sea in such un- 
seaworthy state without justitiable cause, nd that the loss was occa 
sioned thereby ; and, further, the underwriters set up as u defence con- 
cealment and misrepresentation, The cause was tried at the London 
| Sittings at Guildhall before Mr. Justice Blackburn and a special jury, 
when the ury, in answer to questions put to them, found that tho 
statements made by the shipowner’s broker were substantially correct; 
but there was no concealment of anything uaterial, and that the ab: 
sence of a certificate was nut material ; and that, if the ship was unsea- 
worthy, it was not known to the plaintills, But they could not agree 
as to whether the ship was unseaworthy, or whether, if she wag, the un- 
seaworthiness was the cause of the loss. Upon this the learned Judze 
discharged the jury, and directed the verdict to be entered for the 
plaintitls, and the Court, constituted of the same learned Judge, with 
Mr. Justice Quain, upheld the ruling and gave judgment for the plain- 
tifta, The case wus taken to the Exchequer Chamber, which reversed the 
decision of the Curt below, and gave judgment in favonr of the de- 
fendants. On the appeal, their Lordship, after a careful review of 
the facts, reversed the judgment of the Exchequer Chamber, and gave 
the appellants costs of the eppeal. The Court was composed of the 
Lord Chaucellur, Lurd Hatherley, Lord O'Hagan, Lord Penzanes, Lord 
Blackburn, aud Lord Gordon.

THE ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY, 

Captain Sir George 8, Nares, R.N., read a paper at the meeting of 
the Koyal Geographical Society on the 20th ult, “Un the Navige- 
tien of Smith Sound, asa Route towards the Pole.” After 
at the expeditions similar to that which he commanded in 1875, 
which, it will Le recollected, taking this route, succeeded in reaching 
the bead of Robeson Channel, where they were stopped by the ice, he 
went on to give, in some detail, the results of the explorations by the 
siedge parties. ‘The winter was passed in the Western corner of this 
channel, whence they were enabled to examine the whole neighbour- 
hood, "They determined the existence of an extensive sea, but, like 
their predecessors, they were unable to transport navigable boats for 
auy great distance across the ice away from the land during tho short 
season when exploration by weans of sledges is possible. At the head 
of Bafiin’s Bay the climate is wild, and Arctic life is there found in 
abundanee, 80 that he regarded this neighbourhood as an important 
basis for exploration, aud the most northerly position where abundance

‘ef game was attainable within a restricted area. Advancing to the 
north by Kennerly Channel they found cea life to diminish rapidly, and 
the bears preying upon it were found in decreasing numbers. Through: 
out the whole area north of Smith's Sound the migratory birds in 
mall numbers rear their young in favoured valleys and plains during 
the short summer, The sun makes his appearance later iu the season 
the nearer the Pole is approached, aud consequently the spring and 
the reanimation of the non-migratory Arctic life are more back wand, 80 
that at the extreme North the birds could have very little time to 
apare between the lute spring and the returning autumn iu which to 
ar theiryoung. All these circumstances pointed tu the eonclusion 
that as they approached the North less dependence could be placed on 
obuining an appreciable supply of winged fowl, This (remarked Sir 
George Nares, amid applause) opened the question sa to whether large 
numbers of necessarily ruthless sportsmen who last year hunted the 
district between Lady Franklin Land and Cape Joseph Henry had not 
devastated the district for a time by destroying all the parent birds, 
Tn Robeson Channel and in the Polar Ocean to the northward imme- 
diately in its neighbourhood there are no icebergs, but Kane's Sea is 
thickly studded with floating icebergs. Because Ro\eson Channel was 
‘open nearly all the winter of 1871-72 it did not in his opinion neces- 
sarily follow that the ice infthe Arctic Sea was also in motion, and yet 
he could not take upon himself the responsibility of suggesting that 
the ice in that sea always remains unbroken as late in the season as it 
did lust epring. Were they perfectly certain that the ice in the Polar 
Ocean always remains stationary until even the end of June, sledges 
unprovided with boats might be despatched, and the possibility of 
reaching a higher latitude would then be very considerably increased. 
It would be gratifying to all interested in Arctic matters, remarked 
Bir George Nares in conclusion, to hear that ir the United States it 
was contemplated to send out an Arctic expedition to extend our 
knowledge of those seas which might be said to belong peculiarly to 
themselves. There was still a wide field there for geographical and 
acientific research, but he was afraid that great difficulty would be 
found in advancing much nearer to the Pole, eitherin ships or by bonts 
or sledges, by that route than has already been attained, unless, indeed, 
the ccast of Greenland, contrary to his expectation, trends to the north- 
ward, beyond lat. 83.20. 

Aduiral Collinson s his experience in the Arctic regions led him 
toagree with the view that the game diminished as you proceeded 
further north, Any attempt to go into the ice to navigate it would 
be utterly futile, as the ship wonld be dependent on the current, which 
wonld cairy it and the ice together. Admiral Richards said there had 
deen good reason to believe that the land trended to the north from 
Swith's Sound, and had this been the case the North Pole might have 
been reached, A sledge could not travel over a frozen sea, and when 
Captain Nares found there was no land to the north he at once knew 
‘that it was impossible to reach the Pole. He maintained that sledge 
‘expeditions with the object of reaching the Pole had now become use- 
Jess. He thought no mode of reaching the Pole existed. Admiral Om- 
ananney said the discovery of the real Polar Sea was one of the most 
valuable results of the Expedition. He believed the conditions of 
the North Pole were somewhat similar to those of the South 
Pole. Captain Fielding, naturalist to the Expedition, quite agreed 
with Sir George Nures, both as to the paucity of animal life in 
the extreme north, and as to the few animals being permanent resi- 
dente, It would appear, however, that there must have been x change 
within a compuratively recent period, for they had found on Ellesmere 
Land residences which had been inhabited in former days by Esqui- 
maux, who had now all left that part of the world. Dr. Rae said that 
the experience of ice travelling was but a single experience, and it was 
known that the ice had not been found for two years in the same con 
dition. He bad himself conducted a surveying expedition with sledgos 
upwards of 300 miles, He bad never been much in favour of the 
Smith Sound route as a means of reaching the Pole. He thought that 
in the calculations as to the Polar regions notice had not been taken 
of the effect of the Siberian rivers in breaking up the ice. He thought 
that if sledges on his plan had been usod the expedition could have 
got 100 miles further than they had done. Sir H. C. Rawlinson, who 
had been president of the society when the memorial in favour of the 
expedition had been sent to the Admiralty, said that the expedition 
had shown that. if avy further attempt to reach the Pole were made it 
must be by way of Spitzbergen, 

The proceedings closed with a vote of thanks to Sir G. Nares. 


FOREIGN IMPROVEMENTS IN CHINA. 

The Morning Post, after enumerating the various articles of foreign 
manufacture, &c, which have been adopted by China, gocs on to say 
in conclusion :—But whilst recording this progresa in one part of the 
Empire we find elsewhero that the old leaven of dislike to foreign 
inventions still obtains. Our Consul at Chefoo gives an example of 
this as having been furnished in Weihsien, a town about eighty miles 
from that place, where coal abounds, and mining has been carried on 
as it might have been in the Patriarchal ages, A foreign merchant 
here introduced a mining pump, to be worked by mules, “and in an 
undemonstrative manner, by which means it was hoped that the sus- 
ceptibilities of the officials would not be offended." But ere the 
machine arrived the latter notified that the mineowner for whom 
it was intended would not be allowed to purchawe it, and 
the prohibition has never been removed, the only mode of 
obtaining relief from it being an application to the local masis- 
trate—a process from which a native would [be deterred by know- 
ing that, should he present himself at the Yamen for the purpose, he 
would be muleted so severely, if not also beaten and imprisoned’ on 
some plea or other, as to be left a ruined man. Nevertheless it is evi- 
dent that the Chinese are beginning to look on foreign appliances and 
foreign enterprises as sources of greater wealth, and more extended 
means of supplying their wants, and they have given practical proof 
of this in the outlay they are making not only in mining companies, 
but in. ships, guns, forta, as well asin the formation of stextn-sbip, 
Danking, and insurence companies, They are not a stupid race, and in 















































proportion as they find that the balance of advantage from intercom - 
munication is largely in their favour they may be expected to grow 
less inimical to the presence of, and intercourse with foreigners, 


CAPTAIN COOK. 

A report hns beep received at the Admiralty from Commander Long, 
of Her Majesty's ship Fantome, giving a detailed description of the 
measures carried out by order of the Lords Commissioners of the Ad- 
miralty for the improvement of the site of the monument erected im 
Kealokekua or Karakakoa Bay, in the Island of Owhyhee, to the 
memory of the great circumnavigator, Captain Cook. Rear-Admiral the 
Hon. Arthur Cochrane, late Commander-in-Chief on the Pacific station, 
after visiting the islinds in 1875, drew the attention of the Admiralty 
to the state of the monument, and on his application the Princess Liké- 
liké (now Mra. Cleghorn), the sister of the King of the Sandwich 
Islands, who originally presented a piece of ground as asite for the 
memorial, added to her former generosity by bestowing an additional 
plot of abont half an acre for an enclosure. At the admiral’s sugges- 
tion, the Admiralty, with the concurrence of the War-office, gave direc- 
tions for twelve old 32-pounder guns, which were in store ab Esqui- 
malt, being conveyed to the Sandwich Islands for the purpose of form- 
ng a suitable fence, The monument is a plain obclisk of concrete, 
27ft. in height, erected on the shore, and close to the spot where the 
at aeanan fell. The expense of its erection was mainly borne by 
English subscribers interested in the island, amongst whom were Lady 
Franklin, Rear-Admiral Richards, Mr, Follett Synge, &. The seaward 
Dase of the obeliek bears the following inscription :— 

In memory of 
The great Circumnavigator, 
Captain Jaunes Cook, RN. 
‘Who discovered these Islands on 
18th January, 1778. 
And fell near this spot on 
14th February, 1779. 
This monument was ererted in November, 1874, 
By some of his fellow-countrymen. 

‘The guns used for the enclosure of the site were conveyed from 
Esquimalt to Owhyhee in Her Majesty's ship Fantome, in September 
last. They have been fixed in the ground vertically at intervals, and 
connected by a chain, thus enclosing an area of ground of about 152ft. 
square. in which flowers and shrubs, kindly provided by the Rev. M. 
Davis, of the Church of Enghind’ Mission, have been planted ; alxo 
seeds of the algaroba tree, which is most suitable for the dry and 
rocky soil. Commander Long states that the appearance of the monu- 
iment has been greatly inaproved, und that it is now quite sufficient for 
eo diandvantageons a nite. He augyests that if it should be desired to 
erect a better memorial, the addition of a Captain Cook's Ward” to 
Honolulu Hospital would be an appropriate arrangement, and well 
fitted to perpetuate the memory of the distinguished discoverer of 
the islands, one of whose greatest cares was the health and comfort of 
his men. 





























THE SUEZ FRESH-WATER CANAL. . 

The inauguration of this work, which is destined to become an im- 
portant adjunct. to the [Maritime Canal, is anuouuced to take place on 
the 9th of April. The enlarged Fresh-Water Caval, whea completed, 
next month, will be of much more considerable proportions than wher 
first constructed and handed over to the Viceroy, with the lands which 
the Company were forced to retrocede twelve years ago. The idea of 
a branch connecting Luke Timsah, about the centre of the ship canal, 
with the Nile at Cairo, formed a part of the original scheme. It was in- 
tended to serve three purposes—to provide fresh water to the com- 
pany's establishinents in the great canal, aud for the shipping using it 5 
to serve for the navigation of boats and barges ; and, lastly, to irrigate 
and bring under cultivation the large tract of country between the ship 
canal and Cairo. With respect to this last use, the results were so suc- 
cessful that when the Company were forced to relinquish this posses- 
sion in 1864 it hud already created the thriving estate of the Oua: 
for which the arbitral sentence of the Emperor Napoleon ILI. 
accorded to the Company an indemnity of 10,000,000 francs in 
the compromise with the Egyptian Government. The Fresh-water 
Canal was then a small rivulet compared with its present size. 
In length it was the eame us at present, about $3 miles from Cairo to 
Ismailia, on Lake Timsah, but it was only 26 feet wide and 1 metre 
deep (3 fect 3 inches), although during the floods on the Nile the 
water in the Canal would rise as high as two or two and a half metres. 
The hostility of which the Company was the object in 1863 and 1864 
will not have been forgotten. Some of the European Powers began 
to fear that it was ucquiring so great a domination in Egypt —which 
might be exercised in the interest of France and to the prejudice of 
other countries—na to endanger the sovereign rights of the Viceroy, 
and after some negotiations the Company was compelled to give up its 
domain, and restrict its operations to the construction and working of 
the Maritime Canal. Tho Fresh-water Canal, which was then termi- 
nated, formed part of the proporty surrendered ; but as the water was 
absolutely necessary for the establishments of the Company, the Egyp- 
tian Government, in taking possession, engaged to maintain the Canal 
in proper order, to keep up the banks and engineering works on it, 
and to keep the channel at its proper depth. ‘That engigement was, 
however, eo far neglected that in a short time the banks began to 
give way and the bed to become choked up with weeds, so that the 
navigation was not only stopped, but even the supply of water began 
to fail, although the Egyptian Government had engaged to keep up a 
flow of 70,000 tons daily at Ismailia, ‘The utility of the Fresh-wate> 
Canal had, however, ben sufficiently proved, for during one year that 
it had been navigable, even with its limited draught of water, the 
traffic on it by barges had amounted to over 100,000 tons, of which 
the principal importa were 20,000 tons of coal, and the exports 30,000 
tons of cotton and 60,000 tons of cotton seed. In cunsequence of 
representations made by the Company, the Egyptian Government 
undertook to restore the Canal, and at the same time to widen it to 26 
metres (180 feet), to deepen it to 34 metres(11} feet), and to maintain 
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it at that depth at oll times by locks. The works were contracted for 
by M. Brocart at the price of 2f. 50c. per cubic metre; but this con- 
tractor, instead of executing them Limself, sublet them at a reduced 
price to other parties, ‘The result was that they advanced very slowly, 
and, after the Viceroy hud expended about 40,000,000. nearly two- 
thirds of the Canal still remained to be executed. ‘That 'contruct was, 
in consequence, torminated, and M. Paponneau, who had formerly boon 
charged with works for the Company, was recommended to the Viceroy 
by M. de Lesseps, and undertook the work at the rate of 90 centimes 
per cubic metre, or less than one-third of the price paid to the former 

‘At this moment commenced the financial difficulties of the 
Khedive, and although it was a condition tbat the payments should be 
made regularly in consideration of the low rate ut which the contract 
‘was taken, the Egyptian Government isin arrear fora sum of about ten 
millions of franes, and the work would not now have been completed 
but for the assistance of the Company by advances to M. Paponnean. 
‘The Canal is, however, now nearly ready, and has been dug throughont 
to its entire depth. The official inauguration will take place on the 
9th of April, and the Canal will be open for navigation in May, after 
the construction of some of the locks, which will not be quite ready at 
the former date, A Convention bas been signed between the F 
tiun Government and the Company, which will be charged with recviv- 
ing the tolls, to be applied first to the extinction of the debt on the 
Canal. The Company is not interested in the work beyond the traffic 
it will bring to the Maritime Canal, as this will now become the high- 
‘way between Cairo and the westem part of the Delta and the Mediter- 
ranean aud Red Seas. It is estimated that the consumption of coal at 
Cairo, and in that part of the country watered by the Fresh-water Canal, 
amounts to 190,000 tons annoally. This is at present brought from 
Alexandria by barges or by rail, at a cost of £.13 per ton by tho former 
mode and £30 by the loiter; by the new Gana the coal may reach 
Cairo without reshipment. Ae veserls will only use one half of the 
Maritime Canal—from Port Said to Lake Timsah—the tulla on it will 
be reduced in the same propurtiou. A large outward freight of corn, 
cotton, and cotton seed may also be counted on, as the Canal runs 
within fifty or 100 miles of the most distant parts of the four richest. 
provinces in Egypt, or from one-half to one-fourth of the distance 
from Alexandriv, 














Presprreatay Misstoy to Cuixa.—The annual public meeting of 
the United Presbyterian Student's Theological Hall Missionary Society 
has been held in Queen-street Hull, Edinburgh. Dr. Dudgeon, of the 
London Missionary Society, congratulated the Church on having at last 
seen its way to send a missionary to China, The great want in China 
was that the missionary soc'eties should be more distributed, but 
that individuals should be more concentrated. Mission stations should 
be centres of light—seminaries, eo to speak; for though all the mie- 
sionaries in the world were to go to China they would not sutlice to 
convert that country. That must be done by the Chinese themselves. 
‘The doctor went on to speak of the characteristics of the Chinese, their 
filial reverence, their patience, sobriety, frugality, industry, and 
their high civilisation. ‘The two foreign evila in China were Roman 
Catholicism and the opium trade. He saw no reason why Roman Ca- 
tholicism should not flourish, for it was exactly like Buddhista, the 
popular religion in China, but for the fact of its foreign connection 
and political aims, Denouncing the opium tmide, he said that we de- 
liberately inflicted curses on China from a selfish apprehension of pos- 
sible evils to our own country.” Missions had not. been a failure in 
China, but a great success, more especially the medical missions. 

Mr. Waxten Backuor, the editor of the Economist, died on the 
24th ult. after a few days’ illnees. He was born on the 3rd of 
February, 1826, and had therefore recently completed his fifty-firat 
year. Mr. Bagchot contributed many essiys to magazines and reviews, 
and wrote several works, of which the chief are bis bovuk on “The 
English Constitation,” “ Physics and Politics,” and “ Lombard-street.”

Cursise: Prrstixa.— With reference to the forthcoming Caxton cele- 
bration, the Rev. G. E. Moul, the well-known missionary, writes to The 
Times contradicting the statement of Sir Charles Dilke that the Chinese 
Janguage is one thnt can only be printed by their common methud of 
‘woodcuts, or by some analogous plan with engraved surfaces. Mr. 
‘Moul says that, notwithstanding the multifarious word-signe which go 
to make up a Chinese book, millions of pages have been printed in the 
Dest style during several years past with metallic movable type. Early 
in the seventeenth century the use of movable type had been made 
known by the Jesuits to the Chinese Government, and a very costly 
-_ magnificent edition of the Imperial Lexicon waa printed from copper 
ry pes.

Field-Marshal Sir John Forster Fitzgerald, G.C.B., Colonel of 
the 18th Royal Trish, has died at Tours at the age of ninety-one. He 
was the son of Mr. Edward Fitzgerald, M.P., of Carrigoran. On the 
2uth of October, 1793, when only seven’ years old, he obtuined a com- 
mission ag ensign. Iu 1794 he was promoted to a lieutenancy, and in 
1800 he was gazetted a captain of the 4th Regiment, He joined that 
regiment for duty in the following year, when only in his sixteenth 
yenr, and in 1803 became brevet major. He was prevent with the 60th 
Rifles at the siege of Badajos, and the battles of Salamanca, Vittona, 
and the Pyrenees, together with many minor affiirs. He was taken 
prisoner by the French at or after the battle of the Pyrenees, but sub- 
sequently exchanged. In 1830 he became a major-general,und in 1841 
alicutenant general, having in the interval commanded a division in the 
Bombay Presidency. He became general in 1854, In 1850 he ob- 
tained the colonelcy of the 18th Royal [rish, ang in 1862 was created. 
G.C.B, He sat as M.P. for Clare in the Liberal interest from 1852 to 
1857. By order of the Minister of War the military honours paid to 
French officers of his rank were rendered to his remains, and the whole 
of the garrisun escorted the body to the grave. 

The Torpedo vessel Lightning made one of her rapid voyages down 
the river on the 23rd ult, with a view to giving the Naval Lords of 
the Admiralty an opportunity of inspecting her under steam, and of 
experiencing the somewhat novel sensation of being carried through 
the water ut the rate of nineteen knots per hour.

men. Owing to the crowded state of the river it was found impossible * 
to go at more than half speed until nearly opposite Woolwich, when 
full steam was turned on, and a sjeed of ubout nineteen knots per 
hour maintained for half an hour. ‘Ine vessel was then put about and 
brought Sack to London. Sir Hastings Yelverton and the other visitors 
expressed their entire satisfaction with the working of the little vossel, 
which will now receive the finishing touches at the hands of the 
builders, and be despatched to Portsmouth without delay, 

Instructions have been issued from the Admiralty to the various 
dockyards at home, and also to Malta, Bermuda, and Hong Kong dock- 
yards, for all ships having deg bilge keels as they come in band to be 
fitted with bauling-down lines or chains for placing in position the 
service collision mats lately ordered to be provided. ‘he hauling-down 
lines are to be fitted so that they can be rove through holes cut iu the 
webs of the bilge keels, and they are to have their upper ends secured 
so that they muy readily be made available for placing in position the 
mats referred to. These lines are to be placed abont twelve feet apart 
over the length oceupied by the engines and boilers, and passed under 
the keel frou gunwale to gunwale. The lines need not be kept per- 
manently in place, and arrangements are to be made for stowing them 
in suitable and convenient positions on board. ‘The commanding officers 
of ships thus fitted are to take care that these hauling-down lines are 
rove oceasionully for practice ; they are also directed to take care that 
before going into action these lines are in their place ready for use 
should they be required. 

Lieutenant-General C. A. Edwards has been appointed to the regi- 
mental Coloneley, left vacant by the death of General J. Spink.

In 
regurd to this it is noticeable that the German Empire has arrived 
at that position which for a good many years has been the standing 
tule with all, or most civilised Governments, viz., a deficit. The esti- 
mated expenditure is for the first time heavier than the receipts, and 
some means must be found to balance the account. Prince Bismark’s 
advice is to incrense the contributions of the Governments of which 
the German Empire is composed, but a final conclusion has not yet 
been arrived at. 

In order to contribute as much as possible to the abolition of piracy 
in China waters, our marine authorities have given orders for the 
building of a new gunboat, of a special description. To enable this 
vessel to pursue the Chinese pirate-craft into shallow water, it will 
be constructed with a so-called false keel, 80 as to be of exceptionally 
light draft when the latter is taken up. The vessel will be built by 
Mr. Lohiehan at Elbing, at whose establishment many orders have 
been executed to the full datiafaction of the Marine Board. 

The International Rank of Hamburg has fixed its annual meeting of 
shareholders ‘or the 19th of April, The dividend to be declared has 
not yet been advertised, 

The English steamship Consolation, 770 R.T., of Leith, with engines 
‘of 150-horse power, has been chartered by Messrs. Dieckmann and Co. 
for a voyage to the Amoor river, on private terms, and i now loading 
in our harbour. It was first intended by the charterers to send one 
of the steamers of the Deutsche Dampfschiffs Rhederei, but the latter 
Company, whose vessels ate of large size and consequently of great 
draught, while the Amoot river contains many shallow spots, declined 
the churter, and selection was therefore made of the Consolatlon, which 
is a fine boat of 250 feet length and only four years old.’ 

Some attention has been directed of late to the Eastern Siberian 
‘Trading Company. The annual meeting of shareholders is to take 
place shortly, and some interest is felt with regard to it, in consequence 
of its manager and founder, Mr. Luhdorf, having gone to the Amoor to 
snvestigate ‘the establishment, one of the chief managers having 
resigned.

The political eituation is regarded here as well as all through Ger- 
many as dark as possible, and it cannot be denied that some ill-feeling 
is perceptible hera and there against the leaders of the English politic.

The Imperial Parliament last Saturday has commenced the Easter 
holidays, and will not re-assemble before tho 10th of April. 

‘The Deutsche Dampfachitfa Rhederei at Hamburg, trading between 

-our town and the China ports, issues ite report and balance-sheet for 
‘the pest year, and states in it that a dividend for 1876 cannot be dis- 
tributed. The whole net profits only reach the amal! sum of m.9,910 
(or £500), and the directors take it as necessary to make the usual 
rebates, in ecnsequence of which a total loss of m.437,228 is the result 
of the year. The Company has at present eight large steamers, viz., 
Atalanta, Bellona, Cassandra, Egeria, Feronia, Galatea, Hesperia, and 
Olympia, in addition to which the ‘establishment owns the lighter 
China ‘The new steamer Hesperia was delivered in the beginning of 
Inst summer, and has taken immediately her place among the other 
ships of the line; the first voyage uf this vessel to Shanghai and return 
bas proved her to be very convenient for the purposes of this company. 
“The Board states the position of the company as a healthy one, not- 
withstanding the considerable loss of the past year; as this loes is only 
the consequence of the very low rates of freight and the remarkable 
competition in the trading with China, an improvement in thie respect 
—say the directors—is very probable to occur, and the company will 
undoubtedly participate in it. 
__ The Hamburg American Steamship Company shows in its report just 
dssued a gross profit of m.2,256,453 for the past year; the company 
has sold four of her large stenmers in 1876 and thus suffered a loss of 
™.680,498, in addition to which charges for preference shares had to be 
paid to the amount of m.721,908, in consequence of which a net profit 
of only m.854,076 remains. The directors have considered it as necessary 
to make considerable rebates of value of her fleet, and by these not 
only tho above mentioned net. profit is absorbed, but the balance-sheet 
shows a total loss of 1n.3,449,S71. A dividend for the past year there- 
fore cannot be distributed, but the directors are stating the position 
of their company, now that all rebates and writings of are made, as a 
Auite healthy one.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Munch 26. 

The Members of the Second Chamber have at last passed the nine- 
fold Judicial Bill by 39 against 26 votes. This matter has, therefore, 
‘become an accomplished fact. The Minister Van Lynden has obtained 
a complete success, though he had great trondle with les résistences de 
detail, As a political intermerzo we were entertained amidst thie ju- 
dicial debate with a very long discussion about the very trifling ques 
tion that, upon the order of the Minister for Foreign Affairs, the 
board of the Papal-conaul at Amsterdam was taken away. I need 
not add that this matter was brought up only with the aim of addresa- 
ing eome vehement hostilities to the Minister for Foreign Affairs. ‘The 
M.P.’s will remain together still some days, in order to deal with some 
Bills to be laid before them, but then they will start definitely to enjoy 
their recess. In the meanwhile, the Members of the First Chamber have 
been convoked again to hammer up several Bills which were carried 
by tho Second Chamber, In conseqnence of the decision to defer the 
examination in Committee of the Bill modifying the electoral law 
until after the Easter recess, this measure cannot be passed in due time 
to be applied at the general elections in the month of June next, which 
was desired by the Government. ‘The Cabinet hus thus been’ placed 
under the necessity of introducing, independently of the Electoral 
Bill which was already presented. a mensure to increase the number 
of members of Parliament by four. This mensure is already brought 











| forward in the Council of State, and will be passed by the Members of 


Parliament before they start to enjoy their recess. 

A good deal is said in the papers about the fact that Mr. G. De Vries 
‘Az, M.P,, was appointed a member of the Council of State. He being 
a Liberal, this fact has caused a good deal of surprise, and was applauded. 
as much as the appointment of Mr. Baumhauer as inspector o: the 
lower class education in North Holland was condemned. The last~ 
named gentleman has thought it bis duty not to accept the honour 
given tohim. 

The Minister of the Colonis! Department has replied to the report 
from the Committee on his Bill to reorganiae the monetary question in 
Java, He still doubts whether itis desirable to introduce gold coin into 
Java, even if it were accepted in Holland ; but at the sate time he 
does’ not think that any troubles would follow, if the ten-guilders 
pieces become a standard coin there, He says further, that it will be 
of no use to introduce into Java gold pieces of twelve guilders 
(sovereigns). 

Arevival in business on ’Change took place last Friday, especially 
in Russian and Austrian funds, which advanced from 2 to 4 per cent. 
A trifling demand prevailed for shares, or rather the shares of the 
Dutch Indian Trading Bank made the exception. They are preferred to 
the shares of the Trading Company, because the capital is not so large 
that it can be used even in times such as the present, when it is very 
difficult to find ready employment for it. Since the enlargement of the 
capital, which took place last year, the shares met with a good demand, 
so that now a price is paid for them of 125 por cent. It ie rumoured. 
that the dividend for last year will be declared at 12 per eont., whilst 
there are some who foretell u dividend of 15 per cent. I really do not 
know which figure may be trasted, but it seems that the lively demand 
of the last few days must be adhered to the items which were received 
from Java by the Inst mail. 

The report has ben published about the state of the Rotterdam 
Bank, the capital being fixed at £.6,327,375. The operations in bills 
have given a net profit of £.470,000, of which 6 per cent. can be paid to 
the shareholders, The business of the Bank attained to the figure of 
325 millions. 

‘The Dutch India Gas Company held some duys ago an extraordinary 
meeting of shareholders at Rotterdam. The managers stated that 
endeavours had been made in order to secure manufactories in Soura- 
baya and Zamarang, and that they had been successftl. The general 
state is most satisfactory. A dividend of 10 per cont. will be announeed 
for the year 1876. ‘To mect the monetary wants the 1,200 bought- 
in shares will be offered ata minimum rate of 132 per cent., ex-dividend 
of 1876, The subscription will be opened here, as well as in India. 

Mr. G. Kolff has issued a cirenlar to nsk coutributions in behalf of 
the instruction of Javanese of much promise. 

‘The Society for Promoting the Welfare of the Javanese has been 
dissolved. A permanent committee his been established, in order to 
promote the lower class instructio, amongst our natives in the East. 

H.M. has granted an honourable dismissal to Mr. D. de Clereq, on 

he Ist of May, as secretary of the Trading Company. 

Princo Frederick started for Berlin, in order tu attend the festivals 
which will be given in honour of the eightieth birthday of H.M. the 
Emperor of Russia, 

The transactions in our markets for Colonial Produce have been 
very dull. Only some demand prevailed for direct wants and. for 
export. Most of the second-hand produce maintained a fair price.

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PERAK AND LARUT. 

Mr. ADAMSON deserves the thanks of all who take an 
interest in the Malay Native States for the good use he made 
of his time during a recent visit to Perak and Larut. The re- 
sults of the information collected and the observations 
made in the course of that trip were published at length 
in the Singapore Daily Times on Feb. 12. Mr. ADAMSON’S 
Notes, in themselves full of interest, throw a great deal of 
light upon the present state of things in Larut and Perak ; 
put they will not do much, we fear, to help Lord CARNARVON. 
Peace and good order have been restored, and cultivation is 
deing steadily resumed, and the one thing again made clear 
a thing already perfectly well known to those acquainted 
with Malays—is that native races are very easily governed ; 
the Chinese immigrants of course must be firmly controlled, 
and no oppression by the chiefs can be allowed; but the 
mass of the people are quiet and inoffensive, and if only 
left undisturbed, govern themselves. Mr. ADAMSON, 
after pointing out that the natives were grossly oppressed 
by their chiefs, great and small, pertinently asks what these 
gentry had ever done to merit the good will of the people 4 
They were rulers, they were Malays, they were Moham- 
medans, and they were put away by the white man; 
these causes may combine to feed some sympathy for 
their fate; but the people seemed on the whole in 
different, and there appears every reason to suppose 
that in a very few years the sympathy excited will pass 
away, and only the less easily effaced recollection of con- 
tinuous oppression and extortion will survive. This view 
would be very encouraging if a policy of annexation had 
Deen adopted ; but if wo appoint a new batch of chiefs, 
morally no superior to their predecessors, and exposed to 
the same temptations, will not the old evils reappear? A 
few main roads are being opened up, and a readjustment 
of taxation is in prospect ; all this is very wise, if only too 
many changes are not attempted at once, if slowness, 
judgment, and caution are displayed. We should be glad 
‘also to feel sure that the risks to be apprehended from a 
sudden ill-controlled influx of Chinese into new districts 
are being kept well in view. The slavery difficulty is per- 
haps the most dangerous question ; the public at home will 
not hear of recognition in any form, yet in fact we cannot 
abolish slavery unless we annex the country, which we are 
not prepared todo. As Mr. ADAMSON tightly hints, debt- 
slavery can only be got rid of by revolutionising

No 
one who is acquainted with Sir Brooxg, either officially 
or as an individual, can fail fully to endorse the eulogium 
which was passed by the Chairman and by other speakers 
upon his high character and upon the rectitude of his in- 
tentions; but, on the other nd, no one who has had 
occasion to study his voluminous despatches and memo- 
randa with reference to the Customs Blockade can be un- 
aware of the very strong bias which he has in favour of 
the Chinese view of the subject, or fail to be convinced, in 
consequence, of his unfitness for taking part in the pro- 
ceedings of a Commission whose functions are of a semi- 
judicial character. There was a great deal of truth in the 
remark made by a legal gentleman at the meeting of the 
Hong Kong Chamber that it would be as inconsistent for 
Sir Brooke ROBERTSON to sit upon the Commission with 
reference to the Blockade as it would be for a man.with a 
bias to sit upon a jury ; and we can only trust that Sir 
BROOKE will have the good sense and good taste to decline 
a post which ought never to have been offered to him. 

The remarks made by the Chairman of the Hong Kong 
Chamber upon the manner in which the report of the Com- 
mission which sat some years back in the Colony, to in— 
vestigate this question, was treated, were undoubtedly well 
called for. Abundant evidence, well confirmed by collateral 
proof, in the form of facts notorious to every one in Hong 
Kong was at that time forthcoming; but because this 
testimony was not of an entirely conclusive character, it 
was rejected as spurious by the very people who were ready 
to accept almost without question the bare statement of 
the Chinese Mandarins. The latter of course had the 
charm of being “ official ;” but what value this may be in 
China can be easily judged of by the admissions of those 
as, for instance, Sir THos. WADE, who are most inclined 
to give them very patient treatment. Had more atten- 
tion been paid to the facts set forth in that report there- 
can be no doubt that the subject would not be by any 
means so complicated as it is at present, According to 
the information which has been by degrees dragged forth, 
there is no question but that the Hoppo of Canton obtains 
a large amount of taxation on the trade of Hong Kong ; 
which looking, at the matter in any possible light, is entirely 
in excess of what he is entitled to levy. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that, under the Chefoo Convention, the matter may at 
last be adjusted upon a reasonable and fair basis ; and 
there can be no doubt that some understanding with the 
Imperial authorities on the subject will be the best means 
of arriving at a satisfactory solution of the difficulty. It is 
not to be overlooked that one element in the matter is the 
independence of Imperial authority of the Hoppo’s local 
revenue. ‘This, that official has so far as the internal- 
Government of China is concerned, an undoubted right 
to, and he is, as has been abundantly proved, quite 
prepared to maintain that right, even if in so doing 
he has to go counter to the treaties between his own 
Government and foreign countries. This difficulty can be 
overcome only by action on the part of the Central Go- 
yernment ; and we make no doubt that this plan will be 
attempted when due arrangements have been made. It is, 
perhaps, more than doubttul whether the Peking authori- 
ties could do this without our aid in one form or another ; 
and itwill be essential, in finally coming to an understand- 
ing, not to overlook that we shall, in any arrangement 
for the collection of duties in Hong Kong, or for giving 
returns of the trade with the Colony to the officials at 
Canton, be doing more than merely co-operating in the 
ordinary sense of the word. We shall virtually be supply- 
ing the moral, and to some extent probably the physical 
force necessary to enable the Central Government to stand 
against an undue stretch of the prescriptive rights of the 
Canton Hoppo. It is satisfactory to note that the Hon. 
Mr. Ryrig, the Chairman of the Hong Kong Chamber 
who has for years studied this subject very closely, looks 
hopefully upon the steps which are to be taken under the 
new Convention, and should that document be ratified, and 
prove successful only in putting an end to this much-vexed 
question, it will be of essential service to our trading 
interests in the south of China, 
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'TuE Aborigines Protection Society have for some time 
back intended to wait upon H.E. Pope HENNESSY, the 
- Governor designate for Hong Kong, but, owing to a mis- 
apprehension as to the date of his departure, the projected 
interview did not take place. We learn, however, that 
the Secretary of the Society has called his attention to 
some statements which had been brought under their no- 
tice to the effect that schooners fitted out at Hong Kong 
had been engaged in kidnapping natives at the Pellew 
Islands, and requesting him to ascertain whether these 
allegations were true. If anything ‘of the kind be at- 
tempted at Hong Kong it can probably be put a stop to 
under the strong local Ordinances which were passed in 
that Colony some time back with a view to putting an 
end to vessels fitting out there to be employed in conduct- 
ing the coolie traffic at Macao. Should the provisions of 
the existing Ordinances not be quits wide enough, a short 
supplementary Ordinance extending their range of action 
could be easily introduced.

China or in the Opium trade, and have therefore no concern, 
except as a lover of justice, in upholding either our relations 


with China generally, or the Opium traffic in particular, But I 
know enough of both to be only too painfully aware that their 
trae nature is coustantly misrepresented by those who have 
either had no opportunity of studying the subject or are blinded 
dy prejudices with regard to it. People so influenced go far 
beyond the views of the Chinese officials themselves in their 
advocacy of Chinese wrongs; they have done infinite harm to our 
relations with China by their intemperate harangues, and will 
assuredly do more if they be allowed to thrust -themeelves: For 
ward here, and in respect to the most delicate and complicated 
questions, “rush in where angels fear to tread.” Could anything 
be conceived more ridiculous than the exhibition at the ‘recent 
deputation of the Anti-Opium Society? Lord Shaftesbury, Mr. 
Mark Stewart, and the Rev. Dr. Legge, assured the Envoys 
that the Chinese had been and were being dreadfully treated 
by our Government and this country, and that it was our un- 
doubted duty to put down the Opium trade with India, The 
Envoys were evidently only very sligttly impressed with the tre- 
mendous wrong that was being done to them,as well they might 
be, seeing that £10 import duty and any amount of local taxes 
g0 into the Chinese coffers upon every chest of the drug imported, 
and that the Chinese as well as the Indian Government derive a 
handsome revenue both from the imported drug and that which 
is grown in China. I could not help being reminded of an 
old story of a criminal, who, while he was being tried for a 





brutal assault, was weak enough to burst ont crying, to the 
discomfiture of the learned gentleman who was defending 
him. On being remonstrated with, his excuse was, “why, Sir, 
uutil [heard you a-speaking so beautiful I did not know what 
an injured man I was.” ‘The Chinese Envoys were evidently 
iutended to be melted into tears in a similar way by the deputa- 
tion, but had alittle more fortitude and diplomatic coolness than to 
display any such weakness. The plain fact is, they are acquainted 
witl the merits of thequestion, but, walike the anti-opiuuists, they 
are sensible enough to know what is possible aud what is uot ; 
and if they consider opium-smoking open to abuse, are, I suspect, 
pretty well aware that, however desirable it might be to put it 
down, it would, eapecially in the present state of China, be at 
least as difficult to do so as it would be to put down dram- 
drinking in Eugland. Bat upon one point I think it highly ne- 
cessary to enter a protest against the declamations of the Anti- 
Opium Society, the friends of the working men, and others who 
consider themselves called upon to take up the China question. 
Both the Anti-Opium meeting and the working men’s meeting 
desired to disclaim “ national responsibility,” as if they were the 
whole nation. If they represented the Queen and the conjoined 
members of the Houses of Lords and Commons, they could not 
very well assume more. Surely it is possible to take up such & 
subject without offending tho self-respect of their fellow coun- 
trymen, One would imagine that they actually gloried in 
clothing themselves in sackcloth and ashes. It is surely enough 
to have expiation when we have really offended, without indulg- 
ing in it When the imputations made against us are fulse. What 
but a morbid love of self-accusation aud repentance could pos- 
sibly have induced Mr. Mark Stewart to assert that the blame 
of the first importation of the drug into China rested with this 
country, when even if his reading comprehended only the litera~ 
tare of the best-known Blue-books on the subject he would 
have found it does not? The Chinese are perfectly well aware 
that the drag first found its way into China from Assam, and that 
the Portuguese trafficked in it before the English. This isa 
fact which ought to be known, even if it should stint the com- 
mons of those who caunot sleep unless they have supped upon 
dust and ashes. 7 
I think it has been made abundantly clear by the answer of 
the Envoy that the Chinese are far more sensible than those who 
wish to lug out worn and useless “skeletons in the closets ” as to 
our past relations with China, The accusations as to forcing 
Opium upon the Chinese are gross exaggerations, if they are not 
entirely unfounded, as some of those most strongly, but more 
wisely, opposed to Opium smoking are prepared to admit, Most 
assuredly the Chinese of their own motion would never make so 
ridiculous an assertion, though they may do so in some instances 
when foreigners put the words into their mouths. The merits 
of the Arrow war may be doubted ; but it was certainly not. 
without grave provocation; but the Chinese are aware that 
since the time when the last treaty was ratified, that is in 
1860, or now nearly seventeen yeara ago, they have been 
treated by us with fairness and forbearance; and they 
have the common sense to see no good in raking up past 
grievances, upon which the more enlightened have long ceased 
to have any deep feeling. Nothing, therefore, can be more ill- 
advised than to drag to the front old and forgotten troubles, and 
especially to seize every opportunity to do so in a manner 
unfavourable to ourselves ; and above all,in a way which, as 
you justly pointed out in your article, is calculated to inorease 
the difficulties on the part of the Chinese Envoys in conducting 
the negotiations they have to bring to a conclusion in connection 
with the Convention, and in respect to other difficult und intricate 
questions, If such a meeting as the proposed meeting of work- 
ing men took place with a view, as one of the speakers at the pre- 
liminary conference suggested, of strengthening the hands of 
the Chinese Envoys, in negotiating, is it not just possible that 
Her Majesty's Government will be less inclined to yield op 
points upon which they would otherwise be disposed to give in, 
when by doing so it might appear to the’ public here, to the Chi- 
nese Envoys, and to the officials and the people in China, that they 
had allowed themselves to be influenced by a quasi-mob demon- 
stration in the conduct of the negotiations, If Mr. Gladstone 
and his supporters could not move Lord Derby with respect to 
the Eastern question, we may be pretty certain that the Anti- 
Opium Society, even if supported by the “working men of 
London,” will not be permitted to “bring pressure to bear” 
upon him on the China question.—I am, Sir, yours faithfully, 
London, March 27, 1877.

(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) i 
Srr,—Excuse my pointing out that the Anglo-Oriental Society 

for the Suppression of the Gpium Trade cannot claim the credit 
as your leader of yesterday’ date would lead your readers to 
suppose, of originating and conducting the Working Men’s move- 
ment, which was inaugurated by the meeting of 22nd inst, In 
fact, the Anti-Opium Society, as a society, has no responsibility 
in the matter, and only a few individual members of the Society 
have, as yet, any knowledge of it. The circular of invitation, 
of which you had a copy, beara the names of the secretaries of 
three societies, viz.,the Peace Society, the Aborigines Protection 
Society, and my own. Five out of the seven speakers announced 
in that circular are not connected with this society. Honour to 
whom honour is due, The Anti-Opium Society does not include 
all the opponents of our past and present policy toward China, 
Many distinguished men believe that our hitherto treatment of 
Chinahas been seriously blameworthy, and heartily desire to place 
the alliance of the two countries on a better and surer basis, who do 
not see their way to a practical treatment of the Opium difliculty, 
and have not joined our Society. We have broken into China 
by violence, we have established Treaty relations at the cannon’s 
mouth, we have forced our trade, calicoes as. well as opium, upon 
a reluctant Government by the bayonet. Every one who knows 
China is well aware that our present position there rests upon 
the basis of physical force. Some of us are well content with 
this state of things ; others are heartily ashamed of it as a dis- 
ace to our civilisation and to our Christianity. So far from 
admitting that there was an inevitable necessity for the produc- 
tion of this undesirable state of things, they believe, after re- 
trospect of the facts, that the shortsihtedness and bhundering of 
the British Government, the selfish impatience of the British mer- 
cantile community, are equally with Chinese arrogance and exclu- 
siveness responsible for it. While the past can never be undone, 
they do not regard the existing state of things as utterly incapable 
of amelioration, and they desire to terminate the policy of coercion 
and substitute for it a policy of conciliation. A few gentlemen

HONG KONG GENERAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE- 
(Summarised from the China Mail) 

The annual general meeting of the Hong Kong Chamber of 
Commerce took place on 12th February, the Hon, P. Ryrie in 
the ‘chair, ‘There were present the Hon, W. Keswi 
Nelson, Kahn, Belilios, Hoppius, MacKenzie, Thompson, Mendel 
Welsh, Pustau, G. Sharp, and Nissen, The matters of general 
importance noticed in the Report are as follows : 

The Blockade of the Port of Hong Kong by Chinese Customs’ Cruisers 
—It is nuted that under the Convention concluded between Great 
Britain and China at Chefoo, on September 13th, 1876, it has been 
arranged that a Chinese Official, a British Consul, and an Official 
sclected by the Hong Kong Government shall meet todiscuss, and, if 
possible, satisfactorily arrange, the points at issue. Tho Parliamentary 
Papers published, prove the correctness of the statements put forward 
from time to time by the Chamber, even Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Consul at Canton admitting (contrary to all his previous statements in 
defence of the Blockade) that extra and excessive duties were irregu- 
larly levied on the trade of the Colony. The Committee learn with 
regret that Her Majesty's Minister at Peking has appointed Sir Brooke 
Robertson a member of the Blockade Commission. 

Opening of the Ports of Hoikow (K'iungrhow) in Hainan, and of 
Haiphong in Tonquin.—The Chamber consider both ports will probably, 
in the course of time, become centres of a moderate trade ; but under 
present circumstances improvement must necessarily be slow. Were 
the working of the mines known to exist permitted, it would no doubt.

Opening of Pakhoi—The Committee note with satisfaction that 
amongat the ports to be opened to trade under the Chefoo Convention 
is that of Pukhoi. Although but little is accurately known of its ca- 
pabilities, its repute amongst the Chinese bears testimony to its tradal 
activity. It is, however, right to add that recent reports from Euro- 
pean visitors describe Pakhoi as but a small town, containing not more 
than some ten thousand inhabitants. Its importance in Chineso eyes 
probably arises from its proximity to the important. prefectural city of 
Leen-chow-foo, and its convenience as a landing-place for goods pass- 
ing to the interior. ‘The local business is described as having materially 
fallen off during the past three years, owing to additional exactions on 


| the part of the native authorities. As a port, it is undoubtedly supe- 


rior to any other known to Europeans on the South Coast. 
Teleqraph Tari’s.—No reduetion of the tariff has followed the re- 
ions put forth by the Committee to the home directors 
of the Eastern Extension Company, but it is hoped they will not be 
without effect. 

Chinese Merchante and the Native Duties levied on Goods coming from 
and going to the West Coust.—The native merchants of Hong Kong, 
having forwarded to the Registrar-General a petition, by the native 
traders of Macao to the Government of that city, proposing the estab- 
lishinent thereat of a Chinese Custom-house, and having suggested 
that a similar arrangement be introduced into Hong Kong, his Ex- 
cellency the Governor requested the Clumber to state its opinion on 
the matter. The Committee arrived at the unanimous conclusion: 
that, under present circumstances, it would be very unadvisable to take 
any steps in such a matter. 

‘Reuters Teleqrams.—The Chamber has taken the local monopoly of 
Political telegrams, and this branch of the service bids fair to be 
clliciently started shortly. An amended form of the Commercial tele- 
grams has been drawn up. 

The Chairinan, in moving the adoption of the report, said the most 
important matter touched upon in it was the Block:sde question. He 
considered that a hope might now be entertained thit a settlement 
would be arrived at before lot He noticed that Sir Brooke Robert 
son's own statement of tho affair admitted the levy of excessive, in 
fact often double duties upon the trade of Hong Kong. He considered 
that the evidence of the Commission which sat some time back ought 
not to have been discredited ; but. its trath was now amply admitted 
by Sir Brooke Robertson. The Hoppo of Canton kept upan idea of 
uncertainty as to whom the island of Hong Kong belonged, and so 
succeeded in levying double duties, ‘This was a very pleasant view of 
the situation for the Hoppo, but one which the Chairman was glad to 
say does not satisfy Lord Carnarvon, and he did not think any of the 
Chainber would approve of the dual status which this unscrupulous 
individual had assigned to the colony.

‘the mandarin shows itself, and he imposes the foreign tariff export 
duty, this being nearly double the amount of the Nee-ti-shui. In the 
case of exports from the colony to places in the Cunton province he 
thas nct a shadow of reason or right on his side, as take for instance a 
cargo of Indian cotton, Straits produce, Manchester goods, he cannot 
by any reasoning, however subtle, sustain his right to charge two im- 
port duties. If it is finally decided by the high authorities that the 
‘Treaty of Tientsin applies to the trade in native craft from this colony, 
then he could charge the foreign tariff and no mere ; but if the foreign 
tariff is not applicable, he can only charge the native duties, so that 
whatever conclusion is arrived at he atands convicted of unwarrantable 
squeezing.” Mr, Ryrie expressed his hopo that the Commission — as 
agreed in Sir Thos, Wade's Convention—imay soon commence their la- 
Doura, and that the end of these labours may be that the Colony may be 
freed from the many evils which the present system entails upon it. With 
respect to the appointmont of Sir Brouke Robertson on the Coramission, 
he expressed a high opinion of that gentleman's personal qualities, but 
held that the published corresponrlence clearly showed thit he had a 
strong bias on this subject. Referring to the opening of Hoi-How, the 
Chairinan said if was a misfortune that it was opened so late last 
season that there had not been many opportunities as yet to prove its 
capabilities ; but he thought he could safely say that we might lock 
for some improvement there in the trade fur the coming year. As to 
the opening of Pakhoi, that certainly was a concession tu the wishes 
of a number of people'in this Colony, but he did not think we could 
say much about it yet, until something was known of the place. 
After referring to the Telegraph tariff and other details, he moved 
the adoption of the report ; and this motion being seconded by Mr. 
Kabn, was carried unanimously. 

In the course of the discussion, Mr. Bililios spoke against the 
appointment of Sir Brooke on the Committee on the Blockade ques- 
tion. With all deference to Sir Brooke Robertson--no doubt ull 
that he had done and written had been in good faith, but it was 
human nature to err—it had become clour that his view of the ques- 
tion was not free from prejudice, and therefore he would urge that. a 
person of independent and unbiassed mind should preside at this 
Commission, Mr. Sharp, speaking in the same direction, said he 
should think Sir Brooke would hardly feel himself equal to accepting 
the appointment ; aright-minded man would not go on a jury ina 
case with a mind prejudiced against either the one side or the other.

INDO-EUROPEAN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

The tenth ordinary general meeting of the above Company took 
place at the Cannon-strect Hotel on the 28th ult., the chair being 
taken by Capt. Holland, the Chairman of the Company. The report 
showed that the Company’s receipts for the year 1876, after making 
full allowance for bad and doubtful debts, amounted to €80,775 38. 54., 
as compared with £76,364 18s. 14. for 1875, thus showing an increase 
‘of £3,910 58. 4d. “The expenditure of the year, exclusive of mainten- 
ance charges, amounted to £19,695 lle. 7d., against £17,813 6s. 10d. 
for the previous year, or an increase of £1,882 4s. 9d.; and after charging 
theitem of £6,254 12s. 7d, percentaye upon profits, payableto Messrs, Sie- 
mensunder their maintenancecontract, and takingcredit for £303 19s.3d. 
brought forward from 1875, and deducting income-tax, there remained 
‘onthe transactions of the Company for 1876 a balance of £31,118 73, 1d. 
‘The directors having already declared and paid an interim dividend at 
the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, for the half-year 
ending the 3¢th June last, amounting to £10,625, proposed to declare 
4 dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, for 
the half-year ending the 81st December, which would absorb £12,750, 
and leave a balance of £7,743 7s. 1d. In pursuance of the policy 
‘unanimonsly recommended by the board, and adopted by the share- 
holders last year, they recommended that a further sum of £6,000 be 
added to the reserve fund, which would then amount to £12,000. This 
left £1,743 7s. 1d. to be enrried over to the account of the year 1877. 
In laying the above report before the meeting, the Chairmin pointed 
‘out that a portion of the receipts was due to the interruption of the 
Red Sea telegraph, and now that that line was duplicated, they would 
be dependent entirely upon their own energies to keep up their 
business. He was not, however, afraid that the company would not 
prove in a position eo well-established as to be able to work the 
line #0 a8 to secure a rensonable share of profits. With respect 
to the actual Working of the line, they had not, it wastrue, yet attained 
perfection, That had not been reached in telegraphy more than in 
anything else, and it could not be absolutely attained, but we might 
approach towards itsby degrees, and he considered they had at least 
made considerable strides in the right direction. ‘The report showed 
that the average rate of transtnission over the Company's line from 
London to Tcheran for the last eleven months, since the establishment: 
of the new station at Emden, has been twenty-two minutes, and be- 
tween London and India fifty-seven minmtes. From this it would be 
een that the Einden station, as had always been anticipated, bad 
proved a great advantage. With regard to the working of the line 
genenilly it was now under such good control that within a few 
minutes the manager could follow up and trace to its origin any 
fault or delay in the trinswmission of a given message. The power 
of the Company to deal promptly and ncenmtely with very large 
quantities of telegraphic matter was sufficiently evidenced by the

word, which was a sufficient proof of the effective working power of the 
line, If the Government would only recognise the fact that time was 
money they would no doubt take a hint from what waa done by the 
leading paper, and use the telegraph instead of sending those volumi- 
nous despatches which were a source of so much trouble and so much 
wearisome arxiety to their clerks, Should they ultimately doso, it would 
be only reasonable for them to show their appreciation of the Company 
making the suezestion for them and sending their messages over 
their wires. With respect to the policy of the Cotnpany in dealing 
with the public, the Chairman said they had adopted the principle of 
ag much as possible removing restrictions on transmitting messages, 
which they considered in common with all restrictions on trade to be 
undesirable. Formerly messages wore limited to not less than twenty 
words, next than ten, and now they could be sent of a single word. 
Respecting the amount of £6,000 passed to reserve fund, he pointed 
out the advantage of that course in strengthening the position of the 
Company, observing that the days of companies with Inrge dividends 
and small reserves were now past. With these remarks he movod the 
adoption of the report and accounts. This was seconded by Mr. 
Barlow. 

Mr. Grimston (the former chairman of the Company) cordially 
endorsed the views of the Chairman with respect to the necessity of 
increasing the reserve. He said he could speak with experience, as 
when he was connected with the Electric Telegraph Company ho had 
found that so soon as the public found them steadily increasing their 
reserve the shares had commenced advancing, and Anally when they 
had a snug amount in the ‘Three per Cents. had reached 240 per cent. 
He expressed a warm appreciation of the manner in which the affairs 
of the Company had been conducted by the Chairman, and the inde- 
fatigable Manager, Mr. Andrews. 

‘The Chairman, having acknowledged the compliment, put the motion, 
that the report. and accounts be passed to the meeting, which was car- 
ried unanimously, and H. H. Meier, Esq., Major-General @. B. Tremen- 
heere, R.E, and J, Herbert Tritton, Esq., having been re-elected 
directors, and Messrs. C. F. Kemp, Ford, and Co., public accountants, 
auditors, the meeting separated. 























CHINA AND TURKESTAN. 

The Standard, referring to the latest news from the above quarter, 
observes that the battle that is about to be fought between Yakoob 
Beg and a Chinese army in the solitudes of Eastern Turkestan will 
probably not only decide the fate of the recently-formed State of Kash- 
gar, but alao produce an important change in some of the existent cir- 
cumstances in Central Asia, Whilst itis in the first instance a life and 
death struggle for the desperate Mussulman who has of late years 
played so prominent a part in Asia, it may in its outcome affect in 80 
many ways civilised communities that it becomes of interest also in 
countries far removed from the little known and barren region in 
which it is being decided. After recapitulating the events which have 
led up to this crisis, it goes on to observe that. the Russians are keenly 
interested in the matter. A special embassy had followed Yakoob to 
Akasu on his road to the front, and, asit is stated that it was sent out 
to watch the progress of the war, we may presume that it has 
proceeded with him to Turfan. This indicates a considerable 
change in Russian policy. It had been supposed, indeed, that 
long before this a rupture would have occurred between Russia and 
Kashgar, and that that State would have been crushed between the 
two assaults of Russia and China. The result is, however, quite dif- 
ferent. Russia, despite the refusal of Yakoob to surrender Katti 
‘Tura, the rebellious son of the Amir of Bokhara, is inclined to let the 
Chinese try conclusions with him, and to let them settle their differ- 
ences between themselves, while she observes an attitude of watchful 
neutrality. It cannot be doubted that in doing so the Russian Go- 
vernment is very prudent, for, whatever settlement may ensue from 
this war, a complete Chinese victory would be the most distasteful 
matter to it. The successful occupation of Kashgar by the Chinese 
would be naturally followed by the demand for the cession of Kuldja, 
of which Russia, in the interests of China, haa for some time been in 
possession. The result of the campaign is, thus, of importance to us, as 
it will cause a change in the status quo, either by the consolidation of 
the power of Yakoob Beg or by the appearance of China as an imme- 
diately concerned and important factor in the consideration of Central 
Asian politics. Whoever be successful, the maintenance of some 
settled and respectable Government in Eastern Turkestan tends to 
our advantaye. The most ardent admirer of Yakoob Beg cannot deny 
that the Chinese Empire would present a preferable settlement of the 
question to the continuanca of a rule that is dependent on no recog- 
nised principles of just government, and that will pass away, in all pro- 
bability, with the breath of its orisinator. 























Monetary and Commercial. 


The report and balance-sheet of the Bank of'Rotterdam which 
we give in another page, exhibits a very sound and satisfacto 
condition of the affairs of the bank. Out of the profit and 
loss balance for the last year, six per cent. dividend was declared 
to shareholders, and £46,759 was carried to reserve fand.

Tue Bessemer.—This steamer, which has undergone extensive 
alterations, has had a trial trip, Mr. E. J. Reed, M.P.; Lieutenant 
Razkazoff, of the Russian Imperial Navy ; Mr. Sugden, the ower, and 
several nautical and engineering geatlemen being on board. The two 
low ends of the vessel have been built upon, so that an unbroken line 
is now presented from stem to stern, The swinging saloon has been 
removed, and steam steering gear substituted for the hydraulic ap- 
paratus. While the vessel was steaming amid the heavy ground ewell 
along the Yorkshire coast, her weather paddles being often completely 
out of the water, she attained by the patent log a speed of 14 knots.
